Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  1962. 


The  number  of  births  (392)  is  the  second  highest  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Rural  District  being  only  exceeded  by  1947,  the  year  of  the  bulge,  and 
the  corrected  birth  rate  of  19 *1  is  to  be  compared  with  18,0  for  England  and 
Wales  which  is  also  the  highest  since  1947.  The  number  of  deaths  (235) 
gives  a  corrected  death  rate  of  11.0  while  the  death  rate  for  the  Country  as 
a  whole  is  11.9.  The  total  deaths  of  235  showed  161  being  over  65  years  of 
age,  while  100  were  over  75  years. 


There  were  9  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  which  gave  sin  Infant 
Mortality  of  23*0  whidh  is  to  be  compared  with  21«4  for  England  and  Wales, 
six  of  the  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  month  of  life  and  none  of  the 
deaths  could  be  ascribed  to  adverse  environmental  conditions. 
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There  were  63  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
all  except  Pneumonia  were  relatively  mild  and  for  the  second  consecutive 
year  no  death  has  been  ascribed  to  Tuberculosis. 


Ir  the  Rural  District  the  trend  of  a  larger  proportion  of  tenanted  houses 
being  improved  under  grants  has  been  maintained.  The  scheme  got  under  way 
in  1954*  and  since  then  work  to  582  houses  has  been  approved  for  discretionary 
grants,  and  during  the  past  four  years  work  to  6?  houses  has  been  approved  for 
standard  grants. 


In  July  a  further  report  dealing  with  unfit  houses  was  submitted  to  the 
Council,  268  were  still  considered  to  be  in  need  of  representation  and  of 
these  140  present  some  urgency. 


I  wish  once  more  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Department  who  carry 
out  their  work  cheerfully  with  the  least  possible  friction  to  the  Public. 

Mr.  Dunning  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  a  valuable  source  of  help 
to  me  as  indeed  I  have  increasingly  to  rely  upon  him  to  keep  me  well  within 
the  picture  of  the  events  taking  place  in  the  District.

SECTION  I 


1-  CLIMATOLOGY 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  at  Favsrsham  was  slightly  higher  than 
the  previous  year*,  that  recorded  at  Faversham  Sewage  Works  being  21,68 
inches  as  compared  with  21,00  inches  in  1961,  and  at  Highsted  Water  Works, 
Sittingboume ?  22d6  inches  in  1962,  as  compared  with  23*58  inches,  which 
was  slightly  lower  than  1961 »  The  coldest  day  of  the  year  was  recorded  at 
Faversham  in  December  when  there  was  18  degrees  of  frost  -  snow  fell  on  the 
26th  December  and  remained  until  well  into  the  new  year-,  Snow  also  fell  on 
7  other  occasions  during  the  first  three  months  of  1962* 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  no  time  during  the  year  did  the 
recorded  temperature  rise  above  82  degree s,  which  was  considerably  lower 
than  the  figures  given  for  1961,  when  a  temperature  of  97  degrees  was  re¬ 
corded  at  Faversham  in  July,  1961. 


The  temperature  and  rainfall  as  recorded  month  by  month  at  Faversham

The  acreage  for  the  Swale  Area  as  given  in  the  Census  figures  for  1961 
is  62,013  acres  -  approximately  97  square  miles. 


3r,  POPULATION 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  district  as  given  by  the 
Registrar-General  was  21,150  showing  an  increase  of  65O  over  last  year's 
estimate.  It  also  shows  an  increase  of  523  over  the  Census  figure  for 
1961  which  was  20,527, 
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4.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1962  was  6,928 
as  compared  with  6,875  at  the  end  of  1961  -  an  increase  of  53 « 


There  were  36  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  182  constructed  privately 
(total  218),  this  compares  favourably  with  the  total  for  last  year  which  was 
219  -  but  during  the  year  other  houses  ceased  to  be  used  as  living  accommo¬ 
dation  either  by  reason  of  conversion  to  other  purposes  or  demolition*

(a)  Birth  Rate  -  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  at  18.5  per  1*00Q 
of  the  estimated  population  shows  once  again  a  considerable  increase  as 
compared  with  last  year’s  figure  which  was  15 »7  per  1,000.  The  corrected 
birth  rate  for  the  area  is  again  higher  than  last  year  being  19*1  per 
1,000  as  compared  with  16,2  for  1961.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
being  18.0  is  0.6  higher  than  that  for  1961  and  the  highest  since  1947*

Lc  INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  9  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  recorded  during  1962. 
This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  23 «0  per  1,000  live 
births* 


The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  21*4  per 
1,000  live  births  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Country,  and  is 
0,2  per  1,000  below  that  for  1961.  (The  1961  figure  which  was  originally 
given  as  21.4  was  subsequently  amended  to  21.6). 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  and  the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  for  the 
past  17  years  in  the  district  is  given  in  Table  2. 


It  is  worth  noting  that  all  9  of  the  deaths  recorded  occurred  in 
Hospital,  and  of  these,  5  were  associated  with  prematurity. 


Six  of  the  deaths  were  of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age,  resulting  in  a 
neonatal  rate  of  15*3  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  causes  of  Infant  Deaths  that  occurred  are  given  in  Table  1.

There  were  only  63  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  480  in  1961*,  a  decrease  of  417  ?  this  is  the  lowest  figure 
ever  recorded  in  the  Swale  Rural  District*  As  in  previous  years  Measles 
accounted  for  the  biggest  proportion  of  the  cases  notified  (4l)  as  compared 
with  430  last  year* 


There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified.,  9  cases  as  compared  with  11  in  1961,  all  the  cases  being  very  mild 
in  character*,  were  home  nursed,. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  for  the  first  time  since  1941  there  were 
no  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the  year,  this  was  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  greater  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation  against 
Whooping  Cough.  The  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  was  4,  the  lowest 
since  1940  when  only  2  cases  were  recorded. 

Once  again  as  during  the  |>ast  4  years,  there  have  been  no  cases  of 
Acute  Poliomye litis  notified. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


One  case  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  this  year,  a 
female  of  29  years  with  Tuberculosis  of  the  Right  Kidney. 

There  were  6  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  an  increase  of 
one  over  last  years  figure®  A  total  of  3  patients  from  the  Swale  Area  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  during  the  year.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  3  patients  admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  were  all  new 
cases  notified  for  the  first  time  during  the  year,  one  man  being  transferred 
from  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  Rochester  to  Keycol  Sanatorium,  Bobbing.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


The  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited  the  villages  in  the  Rural  District 
during  the  year.  1,153  males  and  1,280  females  making  a  total  of  2,433 
attended  for  X-Ray  examination,  out  of  this  total  number  824  were  persons 
attending  for  the  first  time. 


The  final  results  of  the  survey  have  not  yet  been  received.  This  would 
appear  to  be  a  rather  poor  attendance.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


(i)  Diphtheria  Immunisation 


From  figures  supplied  by  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  it 
appears  that  255  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  7  children  aged  5-14 
years  were  immunised  during  1962,  this  is  a  decrease  on  last  year’s  figures 
which  were  297  and  41  respectively.  The  total  number  of  re-inforcing 
innoculations  carried  out  during  the  year  was  273  as  compared  with  247  in 
the  previous  year. 


(ii)  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 


The  number  of  children  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  has  dropped 
slightly  this  year  to  262,  as  compared  with  307  in  1961,  no  child  over  the 
age  of  10  years  received  this  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cougho 


(iii)  Smallpox  Vaccination 


It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  a  record  number  of  children  and  adults 
(614  as  compared  with  180  in  the  previous  year),  took  advantage  of  the 
vaccination  available  against  smallpox,  this  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  certain  parts  of  the  country  during  1962.  Of  the 
614  vaccinated,  328  were  children  under  school  age,  113  were  children  of 
school  age  and  the  remaining  173  were  aged  15years  and  over„  There  were 
also  333  re -vaccinations  during  1962.

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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1«  Water  Supply 


There  are  only  16  isolated  houses  in  the  rural  district  that  have  not 
the  benefit  of  a  supply  of  main  water. 


The  parishes  of  Hartlip  and  Upchurch  are  supplied  by  the  Medway  Water 
Boards  Bobbing,  Iwade,  Lower  Halstow  and  Newington  by  the  Sittingbourne  and 
Milton  Urban  District  Council}  Oare  by  the  Faversham  Water  Company,  and 
the  remaining  parishes  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company „ 


During  the  year  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  extended  mains  by  3*000  yards 
to  serve  new  housing  estates  and  one  group  of  isolated  property  at  Deans 
Hill,  Bredgar.,  The  Medway  Water  Company  extended  their  mains  by  some  850 
yards  of  various  size  mains  and  also  now  have  laid  over  20,000  yards  of  trunk 
mains  to  augment  their  supply *

2o  Drainage  and  Sewerage 


(a)  Tevnham  Sewerage  Disposal  Works 


A  Pumping  Station,  Mess  Room  and  Stores,  a  Dosing  Chamber  and  an 
additional  stormwater  tank  has  been  constructed  together  with  a  water  supply, 
new  fencing  and  the  necessary  drain  manholes. 


The  distributors  have  been  renewed  and  alterations  have  been  made  to 
the  screening  and  overflow  arrangements,  draining  of  sludge  trenches  and  the 
inlet  to  one  of  the  sedimentation  tanks. 


Approximately  800  lin. yards  of  the  existing  4  inch  diameter  cast  iron 
main  have  been  replaced  with  800  lin. yards  of  asbestos  cement  pipes. 


(b)  Newington  Sewers 


The  sewerage  system  has  been  extended  to  include  a  further  17  properties 
in  Bull  Lane  entailing  the  construction  of  approximately  400  lin. yards  of  6 
inch  diameter  stoneware  pipes  and  50  lin.yards  of  4  inch  diameter  pipes  in 
the  sewers  and  150  lin.yards  of  4  inch  diameter  stoneware  pipes  in  house 
connections. 


(c)  Ospringe 


To  avoid  expensive  construction  work  at  a  later  date  a  6  inch  diameter 
spun  iron  pipe  ultimately  to  form  part  of  the  outfall  from  Painters  Forstall 
was  laid  across  the  line  of  the  new  motorway  prior  to  the  construction  of 
the  embankments.  The  length  was  85  lin.yards. 


3o  Public  Cleansing 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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(a)  Refuse  Collection 


During  the  year  a  Works  Study  was  made  of  the  collection  of  household 
rubbish  with  the  co-operation  of  Messrs «  Albert  E.  Reed  and  Company  Limited 
and  their  subsequent  report  indicated  that  so  far  as  this  Council  was  con¬ 
cerned  the  cheapest  method  of  collecting  the  paper  sacks  was  by  means  of  a 
solo  driver/collector  with  an  open  truck.  Subsequent  further  trials  by  the 
Council1 s  open  truck  have  confirmed  this  view,  so  that  it  is  now  intended  to 
change  to  this  system?  partially  at  least  in  the  year  1963/64. 


One  other  factor  has  emerged  and  that  is  the  increasing  number  of  houses 
requiring  collection,  partly  from  new  housing  and  partly  from  very  isolated 
properties  which  were  not  previously  collected  and  these  generally  involve 
an  extremely  uneconomic  collection  insofar  as  they  are  usually  farm  or 
keeper’s  cottages  lying  a  considerable  distance  from  the  road* 


The  disposal  tip  has  been  maintained  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  manner 
but  the  need  for  a  machine  different  from  the  Bray loader  became  apparent  and 
consequently  it  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  purchase,  indeed  has  already 
made  arrangements  to  purchase,  a  Track  Marshall  Crawler  Tractor 0 


There  were  several  tip  fires  primarily  caused  by  trespassers.  It  is 
believed  that  in  no  case  did  this  arise  from  spontaneous  combustion,, 

Disposal  is  still  by  controlled  tipping  at  Borden  and  Selling*  These 
tips  are  treated  regularly  for  the  control  of  flies  and  other  insects  -  a 
powder  being  used  for  all  over  control  and  the  liquid  for  more  intensive 
localised  infestations o  At  present  malathion  as  a  powder  or  as  a  wettable 
powder  in  water  is  proving  quite  an  effective  control. 


(b)  Cesspool  Emptying 


The  Council  have  5  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  for  use  in  the  district 
and  have  reduced  the  interval  between  emptying  without  payment  from  3  to  2 
months o  This  has  been  a  very  welcome  step  forward  and  the  steady  improvement 

that  can  be  anticipated  as  further  sewerage  schemes are  carried  out  will  help 
to  minimise  the  disadvantages  of  the  conservancy  system.  It  is  usually 
found  that  to  obtain  improvements  to  cesspools  causing  nuisances  is  very 
difficult.

One  man  is  employed  for  this  purpose  and  is  engaged  full  time  on 
survey  work  and  the  clearance  of  infestation  found.  Treatment  at  private 
houses  is  included  in  the  service  given  by  the  Council,  but  occupiers  of 
business  premises  are  required  to  pay  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  before 
treatment  is  started.  Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  owner  or 
occupier  wishing  to  carry  out  disinfestation  of  his  own  premises.

HOUSING 


"Slum"  Clearance 


A  total  of  53  persons  in  IS  families  have  been  re-housed  during  the 
year  and  15  houses  have  been  demolished  and  9  closed  for  human  habitation. 
This  total  (24)  is  much  lower  than  last  year  (45)  and  is  disappointing  when 
compared  with  the  number  of  houses  still  to  be  considered,  as  can  be  seen 
in  Appendix  "G" .  The  rate  of  progress  could  be  greatly  accelerated  but  for 
the  necessity  of  linking  demolition  with  re-housing.  Of  the  36  houses 
completed  in  the  year  by  the  Council,  14  were  allocated  to  "Slum  Clearance" 
although  in  fact  18  families  were  re-housed. 


The  coming  into  operation  of  demolition  orders  on  four  cottages  was 
deferred  on  the  submission  of  proposals  for  their  conversion  into  two.  This 
work  was  completed  and  the  demolition  orders  revoked. 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  continues 
to  make  a  useful  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions  in 
the  area. 


Discretionary  Grants 


A  total  of  36  applications  covering  6l  dwellings  of  which  15  were 
owner  occupied  and  46  tenanted,  were  approved  during  the  year.  The  cost  of 
work  involved  was  £39,605  and  grants  of  £18,025  were  approved. 


Standard  Grants 


During  the  year  20  applications  covering  24  dwellings  of  which  13  were 
owner  occupied  and  11  tenanted  were  approved.  Grants  of  £1,611  were  paid 
in  respect  of  16  dwellings,  where  the  total  cost  of  work  was  £3,666  4s.  2d.

New  Houses 


A  total  of  218  houses  were  built  during  the  year.  Of  this  figure  182 
were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  36  by  the  Council,  as  compared  with 
last  year’s  figures  which  were  217  and  2  respectively. 


Hop  Pickers  Camps 


One  further  camp  was  closed  this  year  and  this  makes  a  total  of  12 
camps  in  use,  but  some  to  a  very  small  extent.  Approximately  310  huts  are 
used  and  accommodating  some  1,200  pickers. 


Caravans 


There  are  31  sites  licensed  to  accommodate  196  caravans  in  the  district* 
Of  these  196  caravans,  60  are  for  temporary  use  by  employees  working  on  the 
construction  of  the  M2  Motorway,  and  will  therefore  be  leaving  the  area 

shortly.  There  are  35  stationed  on  two  sites  provided  by  the  contractors 
and  25  on  13  smaller  private  sites. 
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At  the  western  end  of  the  district  at  Upchurch  there  is  one  site  which 
has  now  been  extended  to  take  90  caravans,  but  the  site  for  24  at  Graveney 
has  not  been  in  use  as  the  conditions  of  the  licence  have  not  been  met.  The 
licences  for  these  two  sites  are  for  full  residential  use,  but  there  is, 
also  at  Graveney,  a  site  for  6  caravans  for  holiday  use  only. 


This  leaves  16  caravans  on  13  sites  dispersed  throughout  the  district. 


During  the  year  informal  action  was  necessary  for  the  removal  of  some 
vans  from  unlicensed  sites,  but  generally  speaking  there  does  not  seem  to  be 
a  serious  problem  from  caravan  dwellers  in  this  area.

SHOPS  AND  FACTORIES 


Shops  Act.  1950. 


The  register  of  shops  in  the  area  was  revised  during  the  year  and  there 
are  now  227  premises  recorded.  One  Certificate  of  Exemption  from  the 
requirements  of  Section  38  (2)  of  the  Act  was  issued  on  the  grounds  of  re¬ 
stricted  space  at  the  shop  and  adequate  alternative  sanitary  accommodation 
being  available  within  a  reasonable  distance . 


There  were  376  visits  made  to  shops  in  the  year,  and  3  informal  notices 
concerning  Sunday  trading,  employment  of  Young  Persons  and  exhibition  of 
appropriate  notices  were  served.  Although  they  were  outstanding  at  the  end 
of  the  year  they  have  since  been  complied  with.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


In  1955  the  Council  were  required  to  submit  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  proposals  for  dealing  with  slum  clearance  in  their 
districts  over  5  years.  As  a  result  of  this  direction  we  submitted  a  re¬ 
port  that  showed  there  were  296  houses  requiring  demolition  and  of  these 
the  Council,  having  regard  to  their  building  potential,  considered  that  they 
could  deal  with  204  in  the  time  mentioned.  In  I960  a  circular  was  issued 
by  the  Ministry  requesting  the  Councils  who  had  completed  their  programme 
to  take  the  opportunity  of  revising  their  position*  At  that  time  this 
Council  had  not  reached  that  stage  owing  to  restricted  allocation  of  houses 
and  difficulties  in  acquiring  sites*  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
201  houses  have  been  represented  to  you  or  dealt  with  informally,  196  pro¬ 
perties  have  been  demolished  or  closed,  and  it  is  now  necessary  therefore  to 
consider  future  progress. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  worst  houses  have  been  dealt  with  and 
the  difficulty  of  assessing  whether  a  house  should  be  repaired  or  demolished 
becomes  more  acute,  often  depending  in  fact  on  particular  needs  or  wishes  of 
the  owner*  From  a  reappraisal  of  the  situation  but  without  detailed 
inspection  of  the  houses  concerned  it  would  appear  that  there  are  268  houses 
in  the  area  that  may  need  your  consideration* 


There  are  already  schemes  in  progress  for  dealing  with  Ospringe  and 
Upchurch.  The  houses  have  been  split  into  2  phases  in  an  effort  to  give 
some  indication  of  priority  as  it  may  be  found  that  some  of  the  houses 
particularly  in  phase  2  will  be  renovated  on  change  of  ownership  or  through 
grant  aid.
